WINNIPEG, Oct. 12.—"I shall not 
say goodbye to western Canada, but 
only Au Revoir.’ The prince of Wales 
closed his tour of western Canada here 
yesterday with these words at the end 
ofa luncheon at which he entertained 
two hundred and thirty gueste from 
all parts of tho west. 

In his eimple farewell speech the 

prince expressed his affection for 
western Canada and its people, his 
admiration for the apirit of the Jand, 
and his determination to come again 
when (circumstances ‘should jpenmit. 
Bimplicity and earnestness were the 
key-note of the prince's words, and 
when he et down his guests broke 
out in a great roar of approval and 
encouragement. 
"I think this western epirit must 
be very catching” the prince had eald 
{n the courses of his speech, ‘at least 
I know I’ve caught it badly, I feel 
80 much at home here by this time 
thet I want to have a permanent home 
amonget the people of tho west, a 
place where I can come some times 
and itve for a while. To thie end, I 
recently purchased a gmall ranch in 
southern Adberta and I shall look for- 
ward to developing it and making it 
my own.” 

“It is not only a real pleasure but @ 
great privilege to me to entertain you 
all at lunch today. I am very grateful 
to you all for coming, particularly as 
I know many of you have travelled a 
long way, and for giving me this last 
opportunity of addressing a represent- 
ative western gathering. I am very 
sorry indeed to be leaving the great 
west, but before going I will try to 
describe the deep and lasting {mpres- 
sion which my first visit to the west 
has made on me.
